IN THE CLAIMS 

CLEAN COPY OF AMENDED CLAIMS: 

31. (TWICE AMENDED) A method of reducing pain by administering bee 
venom to a patient in need of such treatment comprising the steps of: 

administering to a patient, simultaneously or consecutively, (1) between 
about 0.01 mg and about 1.0 mg per injection of bee venom intradermally, subcutaneously or 
intramuscularly and (2) at least one anesthetic in an amount of about 0.1 mg to about 0.3 mg per 
injection, intradermally, subcutaneously or intramuscularly so as to reduce the irritation 
associated with the injection of bee venom, wherein the administration of the bee venom and 
anesthetic reduces the pain of the patient by at least 57 on a visual analog scale.
